In an interview with UPI, 
Callaway said there was no 
doubt in his mind Calley was 
guilty as charged of murdering 
at least 22 Vietnamese civi­ 
lians. “That decision was fairly 
easy,” he said. 
The world was stunned when 
stories of the m assacre at My 
Lai leaked out. It never has 
been established exactly how 
many men, women and chil­ 
dren died when troops from the 
A m e r i e a 1 
Division 
s w e pt 
through the village March 16, 
1968, but estimates have ranged 
as high as 500. 
(Inly One Convicted 
Calley is the only soldier who 
has been convicted of crimes in 
connection with the massacre, 
and he has spent only one night 
in jail. Since his conviction, 
Calley was restricted to his 
bachelor officer’s quarters at 
Ft. Bcnmng. Ga.t until he was 
freed on bail earlier this year. 
(’alley’s case came to Cal­ 
laway’s desk earlier this year 
after 
a p p eals 
through 
the 
military 
courts 
had 
been 
exhausted. On April 16, Calla­ 
way confirmed the conviction 
and the 20-year sentence as 
well. 
But Callaway also had on his 
desk a separate issue, a report 
from

Looking at that issue, Callaway 
said he found two mitigating 
circumstances that warranted 
his reducing the sentence to 10 
years.

E isen h o w er's em ergency a d ­ 
mission for a bleeding ovarian 
cyst. While they waited for the 
first reports on her recovery, 
they began to notice that none of 
us Hoosiers was overwhelmed by 
it all. N urses cam e coffee- 
breaking to the cafeteria, looked 
curiously at the media gypsies, 
and then chatted about their own 
patients on their own floors. 
The nurses on the Krannert 
Pavilion reported that Julie and 
David seem like a very nice 
young couple, but, actu ally , 
things were really very routine in 
Krannert except for the Secret 
Service men wandering around.

by it all. 
The lesson which finally cam e 
to the national media from these 
encounters was that the Hoosiers 
were a crew of very cool, very 
professional types. 
The P resident’s daughter, the 
President’s wife, the P resident’s 
son-in-law and the Secret Service 
escorts vanished into Krannert 
Pavilion and left no visible rip ­ 
ples. 
This turned the public relations 
pressure into pleasure. If the 
entire University Hospital staff 
had not perform ed in a very cool, 
very professional m anner, there 


would have been no way to hide it 
from the visiting press. 
What the visiting press found,

Medical 
Deductions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee has tentatively agreed to 
increase the amount of medical 
expenses a taxpayer must have 
before medical deductions can, 
he claimed. 
The decision, which could he 
changed before a final version 
of the general tax reform hill 
em erges from the committee, 
would mean a taxpayer could 
claim 
only 
those 
combined 
medical 
and 
drug 
expenses 
exceeding 
5 
per 
cent 
of 
adjusted gross income. 
Under current law, medical 
expenses above 3 per cent and 
prescription drugs above 1 per 
cent of adjusted gross income 
may be claim ed. The com m it­ 
tee changes, combined with an 
earlier tentative decision to do 
away with the deduction of the 
first $150 of m edical insurance 
prem ium s, 
would, 
cost 
the 
taxpayers about $1 billion a 
year. 
The decision 
Monday 
was 
part of about $2.8 billion in 
deductions tentatively elim inat­ 
ed 
by 
the 
com m ittee. 
The 
com m ittee now will, in effect, 
give the money back, to the 
taxpayer by other changes in 
the tax laws. The object of the 
exercise 
is 
to 
simplify 
tax 
forms. 
The com m ittee also tentative­ 
ly voted to give a tax break to 
allow some of the estim ated 
200,000 persons in this country 
who pay alimony to deduct both 
the alimony paym ents and take 
the standard deduction. 


Food Prices Show Big Drop

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sum er food prices showed the 
biggest drop of any month in 
seven years in April, helping 
slow' the recent rapid rise in 
A m ericans’ cost of living, the 
governm ent reported today. 
Even 
with 
the 
favorable 
figures on food, the overall 
consum er price index rose 0.6 
p er cent in A pril, how ever, 
because of increases in prices 
of gasoline, clothing, and other 
retail goods. 
Sharply lower beef prices and 
declines in. the supermarket, 
cost of pork, poultry, eggs and 
fresh vegetables resulted in. a, 
0.4 per cent drop in food prices 
last month. 
This was the first decline in 
food prices since Septem ber 
and 
the 
biggest 
one-month 
falloff since February, 1967, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said... 
Although the overall rise was 
the sm allest 
in 
the 
closely 
watched Consumer Price Index 
since a 0.3 per cent rise last 
Septem ber, prices Americans 
pay for retail goods still were 
10.2 per cent higher than a year 
ago. 
That is an unusually steep 
clim b by historical standards, 
and 
an 
indication 
that 
the 
nation is still fighting a severe 
inflationary problem. 
The rise in consum er prices 
has been even greater in the 
p ast th re e m onths, 12.1 per 
cent. April’s 0.6 increase, if 
carried over a full year, would 
come out to an annual rise of 
7.2 per cent. 


The CPI now' stands at 144.0 
com pared to a 1967 base of 100. 
This m eans that a variety of 
goods and services that cost $10 
in 1967 had increased in price 
to $14.40 in April. 
A separate report 
showed 
that wages of American work­ 
ers are falling further behind 
the inflation rate. Real spenda­ 
ble earnings of the average 
blue collar worker dropped 0.8 
per cent in April to a level 5.6 
per cent below a year ago.
